INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Taking  Temperature  on  Ante-Mortem  Inspection.    . 

When  the  taking  of  the  temperature  of  an  animal  is  necessary  in  connection  with 
the  ante-mortem  inspection  under  the  meat-inspection  regulations,  and  the  slaughter 
of  such  animal  is  deferred  until  another  day,  inspectors  shall,  on  the  day  of  slaughter, 
again  take  the  temperature,  and  such  temperature  record  of  the  latter  test  shall  be 
taken  into  account,  with  other  conditions  and  history,  in  determining  the  post- 
mortem disposition  of  the  carcass  of  the  animal. 

Blood,  Organs,  Etc.,  for  Medical  Products. 

Referring  to  section  1,  Regulation  12,  B.  A.  I.  Order  150,  when  blood,  glands,  or 
other  tissues  of  cattle,  sheep,  swine,  or  goats  are  collected  in  official  establishments  at 
the  time  of  slaughter  to  be  used  for  the  manufacture  of  organo-therapeutic  or  other 
medical  products,  the  establishment  shall  maintain  the  identity  of  such  blood,  organs, 
or  tissues  in  the  manner  required  by  the  inspector  in  charge,  and  inspectors  shall  see 
that  only  those  obtained  from  passed  carcasses  are  used  in  the  establishment  or  for- 
warded therefrom  for  use  in  the  preparation  of  such  products. 
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Marking  Wrapped  Meats. 

The  attention  of  inspectors  in  charge  is  called  to  the  fact  that  when  carcasses  are 
wrapped  in  cloth  coverings  through  which  the  marks  of  inspection  on  the  meat  are 
legible,  the  covering  is  not  required  to  be  marked.  When  the  wrapping  material  is 
not  transparent,  a  bureau  ink  brand  should  be  used  in  lieu  of  domestic  meat  labels  for 
marking  the  outside  covering. 

Labeling  "Meat  Loaf,"  Etc. 

The  presence  of  cereals  need  not  be  shown  on  products  designated  as  "  Loaf,"  such  as 
"Veal  Loaf,"  "Meat  Loaf,"  etc.  However,  products  so  labeled  shall  be  in  the  form 
and  shape  of  a  loaf. 

Amendment  to  Regulations  Concerning  Meat  and  Meat  Food  Products 

from  Mexico.    . 

Amendent  1  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  202  (Regulations  Governing  the  Inspection  and  Handling 
of  Imported  Meat  and  Meat  Food  Products). — Notice  Under  Regulation  3  and  Amend- 
ment of  Regulation  2  in  Reference  to  Meat  and  Meat  Food  Products  Offered  for  Impor- 
tation into  the  United  States  from  the  Republic  of  Mexico. 

United  States  Department  op  Agriculture, 

Office  of  the  Secretary. 

Whereas  it  has  been  determined  by  the  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  after  due 
investigation,  that  there  does  not  exist  in  Mexico  a  system  of  meat  inspection  the  sub- 
stantial equivalent  of  or  as  efficient  as  the  system  of  meat  inspection  established  and 
maintained  by  the  United  States,  and  that  the  inspection  of  meat  and  meat  food 
products  derived  from  cattle,  sheep,  swine,  and  goats  made  in  Mexico  is  not  the  sub- 
stantial equivalent  of  and  is  not  as  efficient  as  the  inspection  made  of  such  articles 
by  the  United  States: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  B.  T.  Galloway,  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  pursuant  to 
authority  conferred  by  section  545  of  the  act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act  to  reduce 
tariff  duties  and  to  provide  revenue  for  the  Government  and  for  other  purposes," 
approved  October  3,  1913,  and  in  compliance  with  Regulation  3  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  promulgated  under  said  act,  as  contained  in  an  order  made  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  dated  October  4,  1913,  designated  as  B.  A.  I. 
Order  202,  governing  inspection  and  handling  of  meat  and  meat  food  products  offered 
for  importation  into  the  United  States  from  foreign  countries,  do  hereby  give  notice 
of  the  foregoing  determination. 

Accordingly,  said  rules  and  regulations  are  hereby  amended  by  striking  the  names 
of  Cipriano  Blanco,  of  Ciudad  Porfirio  Diaz,  Mexico,  and  Romulo  Escobosa,  of  Ciudad 
Juarez,  Mexico,  from  the  list  of  veterinarians  and  official  meat  inspectors  contained 
in  an  extract  from  circular  issued  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
October  3,  1910,  entitled  ''Inspection  of  imported  meats  and  meat  food  products 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  of  June  30,  1906,"  as  revised  and  amended,  annexed 
to  B.  A.  I.  Order  202,  aforesaid,  and  made  a  part  of  section  3  of  Regulation  2  of  said 
rules  and  regulations. 

The  foregoing  notice  and  amendment  shall  become  and  be  effective  on  and  after 
February  2,  1914.

The  foregoing  amendment  excludes  on  and  after  February  2,  1914,  the  importation 
of  Mexican  meat  and  meat  food  products  which  theretofore  required  official  inspection. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  this  amendment  does  not  exclude  Mexican 
meat  and  meat  food  products  in  small  quantities  transported  to  this  country  for  the 
personal  use  of  the  consignee  and  not  for  sale  or  distribution,  as  provided  by  Regulation 
9,  B.  A.  I.  Order  202.

Reports  on  Inspection  of  Imported  Meats  (M.  I.  Form  109-J)  Must  be  For- 
warded Within  Three  Days. 

The  attention  of.  inspectors  in  charge  is  directed  to  the  necessity  of  forwarding  re- 
ports covering  the  inspection  of  imported  meats  and  meat  food  products  (M.  I.  Form 
109-J)  not  later  than  three  days  after  the  inspection  of  the  product.  Failure  to  do  this 
will  be  considered  just  cause  for  a  reprimand  unless  a  satisfactory  explanation  can  be 
made  by  letter. 

M.  I.  Form  109-L,  for  Reporting  Imported  Products. 

Referring  to  the  department  regulations  governing  the  inspection  and  handling 
of  imported  meat  and  meat  food  products,  a  supply  of  revised  blanks  (M.I.  Form  109-L) 
has  been  forwarded  to  stations.  Bureau  inspectors  are  directed  to  execute  properly 
one  of  these  forms  for  each  consignment  of  meat  and  meat  food  products  offered  for 
importation  under  their  respective  jurisdictions,  and  immediately  forward  the  same 
to  the  proper  customs  official.  Before  the  completed  form  is  forwarded  to  the  cus- 
toms official  an  impression  copy  should  be  taken  for  the  station  files. 

Samples  of  Imported  Products  for  Laboratory  Examination. 

In  forwarding  samples  of  imported  meats  and  meat  food  products  to  the  bureau  for 
laboratory  examination,  inspectors  in  charge  and  others  are  requested  to  indicate, 
when  possible,  the  country  from  which  imported,  the  country  through  which  shipped 
if  a  transshipment,  the  name  of  the  importer,  and  any  other  information  pertinent 
to  the  case  and  which  would  assist  in  identifying  the  sample. 

Labels  of  Imported  Meat  Products. 

Labels  or  stickers  referred  to  in  Regulation  7  of  B.  A.  I.  Order  202,  and  bearing  the 
inspection  legend  and  the  name  of  the  port  of  entry  or  establishment  number,  will 
in  future  not  be  required  to  bear  the  true  name  of  the  product  where  such  name  ap- 
pears on  containers.

The  use  of  the  following-named  substance  is  permitted  by  the  department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies: 

"  Uncle  Sam  Stock  &  Poultry  Dip  <fc  Disinfectant"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufac- 
tured for  the  Uncle  Sam  Stock  Medicine  Co.,  Quincy,  111.  Dilution  permitted,  1 
gallon  to  not  more  than  71  gallons  of  water. 


INSPECTION  AND  TESTING  OF  ANIMALS  FOR  CANADA. 

New  Form  of  Export  Certificate. 

A  new  style  of  Q.  D.  Form  20,  export  certificate  of  mallein  test,  has  been  prepared 
and  in  the  future  will  be  issued  in  triplicate  to  accompany  shipments  of  horse  stock 
for  export  to  Canada.  Bureau  inspectors  having  the  old  form  of  certificate  are  directed 
to  forward  such  certificates  to  the  bureau  at  Washington,  at  the  same  time  ordering 
a  supply  of  the  new  forms. 

This  form  is  to  be  made  in  triplicate  by  veterinarians  applying  the  test.  In  cases 
of  tests  by  practicing  veterinarians  registered  with  the  bureau  and  authorized  to 
apply  the  mallein  test  to  horse  stock  intended  for  export  to  Canada,  all  three  certifi- 
cates, together  with  the  stubs  of  the  original  and  duplicate,  are  to  be  forwarded  to 
the  bureau  inspector  in  charge  from  whom  the  practicing  registered  veterinarian 
obtained  his  mallein  for  the  test.  The  original  certificate  and  the  triplicate,  if  in 
proper  form,  are  to  be  indorsed  by  the  bureau  inspector,  the  original  being  returned 
to  the  registered  veterinarian  or  shipper  and  the  triplicate  forwarded  to  the  Canadian 
inspector  at  the  port  of  entry .  The  stub  of  original  is  to  be  filed  in  the  local  office 
of  the  bureau,  and  the  indorsed  duplicate  certificate,  together  with  stub,  is  to  be 
forwarded  by  the  bureau  inspector  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry. 
The  veterinarian  applying  the  test  will  retain  the  stub  of  the  triplicate  for  perma- 
nent record . 

.  In  forwarding  the  triplicate  certificate  to  the  Canadian  inspector  at  the  port  of 
entry  there  will  be  no  objection,  should  it  be  impossible  to  determine  the  port  through 
which  the  animals  are  to  enter  Canada,  to  the  bureau  inspector  delivering  the  trip- 
licate to  the  registered  veterinarian,  the  owner,  or  the  man  accompanying  the  horse 
stock,  to  be  handed  to  the  Canadian  official  at  the  border.  .  - 
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A  letter  has  been  addressed  to  all  practicing  veterinarians  registered  with  the 
bureau  containing  instructions  concerning  the  work  to  be  performed  by  them  in 
connection  with  shipments  of  horses,  asses,  and  mules  to  Canada,  and,  among  other 
things,  such  practitioners  have  been  instructed  to  obtain  their  supply  of  mallein  for 
this  work  through  the  bureau  inspector  who  is  to  indorse  Q.  D.  Form  20  certificates. 

Practicing  registered  veterinarians  have  been  instructed  to  return  all  Q.  D.  Form 
20  certificates  formerly  in  use  to  the  bureau  with  a  view  to  their  exchange  for  the 
new  triplicate  form.  On  and  after  March  1  bureau  veterinarians  will  refuse  to  indorse 
any  of  the  old  Q.  D.  Form  20  certificates.

CHANGES    IN   THE   FISCAL   REGULATIONS. 

The  attention  oj  all  employees  concerned  is  called  to  the  following  amendments 
to  certain  portions  of  the  Fiscal  Regulations  relating  to  laundry  charges,  per  diem 
allowance  m  lieu  o!  subsistence,  and  the  transfer  of  household  goods:  *  v 
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Subvouchers  Must  be  Secured  for  Laundry  Charges. 

Memorandum  No.  63,  issued  by  the  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  date  of 
January  28,  1914,  reads  as  follows: 

Under  date  of  January  17,  1914,  the  Auditor  for  the  State  and  Other  Departments 
called  attention  to  section  (o)  of  paragraph  9  of  the  Fiscal  Regulations  of  this  depart- 
ment, which  contains  a  provision  that  subvouchers  for  laundry  must  be  obtained  when 
practicable.  He  states  that  the  reservation  "when  practicable"  presumably  con- 
templates such  cases  as  those  where  the  washing  is  done  by  Chinese  laundrymen,  who 
do  not  ordinarily  give  receipts,  or  the  occasional  cases  where  for  other  reasons  written 
acknowledgment  of  payment  can  not  be  obtained.  He  states  further  that  under  the 
present  custom  practically  no  receipts  appear  in  support  of  the  numerous  laundry 
charges  in  the  accounts  paid  by  the  disbursing  clerk  of  this  department. 

It  is  possible  that  officers  and  employees  have  in  many  instances  come  to  look  upon 
the  laundry  expense  merely  as  a  fixed  additional  travel  allowance  of  20  cents  a  day,  or 
$1.25  a  week,  while  the  privilege  carried  by  the  regulations  is  a  privilege  to  claim 
reimbursement  only  for  amounts  actually  expended,  and  in  future  receipts  will  be 
required  in  support  of  all  laundry  charges,  or  a  written  statement  must  be  made 
showing  the  impracticability  of  obtaining  receipts. 

Per  Diem  Allowance  in  Lieu  of  Subsistence  Expenses. 

By  memorandum  No.  64  of  the  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  dated  January  28, 
1914,  paragraph  15  of  the  Fiscal  Regulations  is  amended,  effective  March  1,  1914, 
by  striking  out  all  of  subparagraphs  (1),  (3),  and  (4)  and  substituting  therefor  the 
following: 

(l)  In  computing  the  per  diem  allowance  for  fractional  parts  of  a  day,  the  day  will 
be  considered  as  consisting  of  four  equal  parts,  corresponding  to  breakfast,  dinner, 
supper,  and  lodging,  and  for  each  such  fractional  part  of  the  day  for  which  expenses 
are  incurred,  one-fourth  of  the  per  diem  allowance  will  be  granted.  In  traveling  by 
railroad  or  ship,  when  the  expense  for  berth  in  sleeping  car  or  stateroom  is  paid  by  the 
Government,  the  per  diem  allowance  will  not  be  reduced  by  reason  thereof. 

(3)  Letters  of  authorization  may  designate  certain  cities  in  which  unusually  high 
hotel  rates  prevail,  and  provide  that  the  per  diem  rate  specified  in  the  letters  of  au- 
thorization shall  be  increased  $1  per  day  in  each  of  the  cities.  In  computing  the  per 
diem  allowance  at  the  higher  rate  in  these  cities,  the  day  will  be  considered  as  con- 
sisting of  four  equal  parts,  corresponding  to  breakfast,  dinner,  supper,  and  lodging, 
and  for  each  such  fractional  part  of  the  day  for  which  expenses  are  incurred  in  these 
cities,  one-fourth  of  the  per  diem  allowance  at  the  higher  rate  will  be  granted. 

(4)  For  days  on  which  an  officer  or  employee  is  in  a  camp  or  other  place  where  meals 
are  furnished  by  the  Government,  or  on  a  ship  on  which  the  transportation  charge 
includes  meals,  he  may,  under  authority  from  the  chief  of  his  bureau,  be  allowed 
actual  expenses  incurred  on  such  days,  or  a  fractional  per  diem  for  those  parts  of  the 
day,  during  which  he  was  placed  at  personal  expense  for  meals  or  lodging. 

Shipment  of  Household  Goods  and  Live  Stock  Owned  by  Employees  Trans- 
ferred from  One  Station  to  Another. 

Memorandum  No.  65  of  the  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  dated  January  28,  1914, 
amends  paragraph  9  (Z)  of  the  fiscal  regulations  to  read  as  follows: 

An  officer  or  employee  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  transferred  from  one  official 
station  to  another  for  permanent  duty,  in  addition  to  actual  traveling  expenses  pro- 
vided .for  in  the  Fiscal  Regulations  of  the  department,  may  hereafter,  within  the  dis- 
cretion and  under  written  instructions  of  the  chief  of  the  bureau,  service,  or  independ- 
ent division  or  office  in  which  the  officer  or  employee  serves,  be  allowed  freight  and 
drayage  charges  for  the  transfer  of  his  household  effects,  and  of  other  personal  property 
used  by  such  officer  or  employee  when  transferred,  in  official  work,  not  exceeding  in 
all  3,500  pounds  in  addition  to  the  weight  of  live  stock:  Provided,  That  saddle  and 
other  animals  will  be  transported  at  Government  expense  only  when  used  in  official 
work  and  that  the  number  will  in  no  case  exceed  three  head. 

The  forester  may  authorize  the  district  foresters  to  issue  written  instructions  under 
which  transferred  employees  may  be  allowed  freight  and  drayage  charges  for  the 
transportation  of  their  household  effects  and  other  personal  property  with  the  same 
k  effect  as  if  the  instructions  had  been  issued  in  person  by  the  forester. 
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Shipments  under  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  paragraphs  must  be  made  on  de- 
partmental bills  of  lading,  and  each  account  must  be  accompanied  by  the  letter  of 
instructions,  and  the  certificate  of  the  officer  best  qualified  to  make  it  that  the  property 
so  shipped  consists  of  the  household  goods  of  the  officer  or  employee  transferred  and 
is  exclusively  his  property,  that  all  other  personal  property  transferred  is  to  be  used 
in  official  work,  and  that  the  transportation  was  furnished  on  the  occasion  of  his  per- 
manent transfer  to  a  new  official  station.  (Agricultural  appropriation  act,  Mar.  4, 
1911:  Public,  No.  4780 


FEBRUARY  PAY  ROLLS. 

Pay  rolls  for  the  month  of  February,  1914,  should  state  the  time  in  accordance  with 
the  following  examples: 

When  service  is  performed  for  the  entire  month  the  period  of  service  should  read: 
"February  1  to  February  28,  twenty-eight  days." 

The  entry  in  the  case  of  a  new  appointment  taking  effect  February  10  should  read: 
"February  10  to  February  28,  nineteen  days."  The  compensation,  however,  should 
be  for  21  days.     See  regulation  61  of  the  Fiscal  Regulations. 

An  employee  with  a  salary  of  $1,000  per  annum,  who  has  been  absent  one  day  with- 
out pay,  should  be  credited  with  working  27  days,  and  one-thirtieth  of  the  monthly 
installment  should  be  deducted.  In  this  case  the  employee  would  be  entitled  to  29 
days'  pay,  or  $80.56. 

February  rolls,  salary  vouchers,  and  time  reports  should  be  forwarded  to  the  bureau 
at  the  close  of  February  21  so  as  to  enable  employees  to  receive  their  salary  checks  by 
the  usual  time. 


FORM  T-15  REPORTS  MUST  BE  RENDERED  PROMPTLY. 

The  attention  of  all  employees  concerned  is  again  called  to  the  importance  of  for- 
warding to  the  Washington  office  their  monthly  reports  of  expenditures,  Form  T-15, 
immediately  after  the  close  of  each  month.  Hereafter  these  reports  must  be  mailed 
not  later  than  the  1st  or  2d  of  each  month.  An  exception  to  this  rule  will  be 
made  for  the  benefit  of  the  inspectors  in  charge  of  the  forces  engaged  in  the  quarantine 
work  to  enable  them  to  obtain  the  necessary  data  from  the  employees  under  their 
supervision  who  are  stationed  at  distant  points  in  their  territory.  In  such  cases, 
however,  a  close  check  should  be  kept  on  these  employees  to  see  that  they  submit 
their  expense  data  to  the  main  office  without  unnecessary  delay  in  order  that  the  T-15 
report  may  be  compiled  and  submitted  promptly. 


USE  OF  MILEAGE  AND  SCRIP. 

Mileage  and  scrip  should  be  used  by  bureau  employees  traveling  on  official  busi- 
ness when  the  same  is  cheaper  than  tickets  purchased  with  transportation  requests, 
round  trips,  or  party  tickets,  and  when  the  same  does  not  inconvenience  the  trans- 
action of  bureau  work.  The  following  instructions  must  be  strictly  observed  in 
this  connection : 

1.  Mileage  and  scrip  must  be  purchased  with  the  regular  Government  transporta- 
tion requests.     The  use  of  private  funds  for  this  purpose  is  prohibited. 

2.  Under  no  circumstances  may  mileage  and  scrip  books  which  are  the  property    | 
of  the  department  be  used  for  travel  on  personal  business. 

3.  Employees  should  not  attempt  to  collect  from  any  railroad  company,  passenger 
association,  or  scrip  bureau  any  refunds  or  other  money  due  on  the  return  of  the    : 
covers  of  mileage  or  scrip  books.     These  covers,  properly  indorsed  as  payable  to  the 
"Disbursing  clerk,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  G./' 
should  be  forwa,rded  to  the  Washington  office  of  the  bureau  for  further  action.  M 
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4.  Form  T-ll  is  intended  for  reporting  the  purchase  of  mileage  and  scrip,  a  separate 
report  for  each  book  being  required.  This  blank  must  be  filled  in  and  signed  and 
transmitted  to  the  Washington  office  of  the  bureau  immediately  after  the  purchase 
of  each  book. 

5.  Form  T-12  is  intended  for  reporting  the  use  of  mileage  and  scrip.  This  report, 
(in  duplicate,  should  be  submitted  with  the  monthly  reimbursement  account  of  the 

employee  using  the  mileage  or  scrip,  a  separate  report  being  required  for  each  book 
used  during  the  month.  Particular  care  should  be  observed  in  the  preparation  of 
this  report,  for  in  case  of  error  it  will  be  necessary  to  withhold  settlement  of  the  reim- 
bursement account  pending  an  explanation  of  the  discrepancy. 


LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE  FOR  EMPLOYEES  OUTSIDE  OF  WASHINGTON. 

The  rules  covering  leave  made  effective  on  May  1,  1912,  and  published  in  Service 
Announcements  of  April  15,  1912,  pages  29  to  34,  are  hereby  amended  as  follows: 

Annual  Leave. 

Paragraph  2  on  page  30  to  read  as  follows: 

2.  Unless  prevented  by  the  exigencies  of  the  service,  all  employees  in  the  Bureau 
of  Animal  Industry  outside  of  Washington,  D.  C,  except  those  serving  under  tem- 
porary appointment,  those  serving  under  probational  appointment,  and  per  diem 
employees,  may  be  granted  annual  leave  at  the  rate  of  one  and  one-fourth  days  for 
each  month  of  service  rendered  during  any  one  calendar  year:  Provided,  That  tem- 
porary employees  after  a  continuous  sevice  of  one  year  may  be  granted  such  leave. 
Application  for  such  leave  is  to  be  made  on  Form  CC-2,  a  supply  of  which  will  be 
sent  to  all  stations. 

Paragraph  5  on  page  30  to  read  as  follows: 

5.  Employees  serving  under  a  probational  appointment  may  not  be  granted  annual 
leave,  nor  may  temporary  employees  who  have  served  less  than  a  year;  but  tem- 
porary employees  after  a  continuous  service  of  one  year  may  be  granted  such  leave. 

Sick  Leave. 

Paragraph  10  on  page  31  to  read  as  follows: 

10.  Employees  in  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  outside  of  Washington,  D.  C, 
except  employees  serving  under  temporary  appointment,  employees  serving  under 
probational  appointment,  and  per  diem  employees  paid  "for  days  actually  employed," 
in  exceptional  and  meritorious  cases  may  be  granted  sick  leave  at  the  rate  of  one  and 
one-fourth  days  for  each  month  of  service:  Provided,  That  temporary  employees 
after  a  continuous  service  of  one  year  may  be  granted  such  leave.  Sick  leave  may 
be  granted  upon  any  one  of  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  Where  some  member  of  the  immediate  family  of  an  employee  is  afflicted  with 
a  contagious  disease  on  account  of  which  health  authorities  usually  maintain  a  quaran  - 
tine,  and  requires  the  care  and  attendance  of  such  employee. 

(b)  Where  through  exposure  to  contagious  disease,  whether  in  his  own  family  or 
not,  the  employee's  presence  on  duty  would  jeopardize  the  health  of  his  fellow  em- 
ployees or  official  associates. 

(c)  In  exceptional  and  meritorious  cases,  where  the  employee  is  personally  ill  and 
where  to  deprive  the  employee  of  sick  leave  would  work  peculiar  hardship. 


OFFICIAL  MAIL  BY  PARCEL  POST. 

Referring  to  the  notice  in  Service  Announcements  for  May,  1913,  page  48,  the 
Postal  Laws  and  Regulations  have  been  amended,  effective  January  1,  1914,  so  that 
packages  weighing  as  much  as  20  pounds  are  mailable  to  any  point  within  the  United 
States,  and  packages  weighing  as  much  as  50  pounds  may  be  sent  through  the  mails 
to  points  within  the  first  and  second  zones. 
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Official  matter  of  parcel-post  nature  may  be  forwarded  under  the  usual  mailing 
frank,  and  bureau  employees  throughout  the  country  should  take  advantage  of  the 
increase  in  weight  allowance  and  thereby  save  expense  of  shipping  by  freight  or  ex-  ; 
press.     Of  course,  the  packages  should  comply  with  the  parcel-post  regulations  and  be  , 
properly  marked.  \ 

ATTENDANCE  OF  BUREAU  EMPLOYEES  IN  COURT  CASES. 

Communications  addressed  to  the  bureau  regarding  the  attendance,  of  employees  * 
at  court  on  subpoena  should  give  as  brief  and  concise  a  history  of  the  case  as  is  con-  II 
sistent  with  the  circumstances.     The  bureau  and  department  case  numbers  and  the 
name  of  the  defendant  should  be  given  whenever  possible. 


CARE  OF  TYPEWRITING  MACHINES. 

From  time  to  time  it  has  been  observed  that  when  typewriter  repair  companies 
have  been  requested  to  submit  estimates  of  repairs  needed  to  typewriting  machines 
an  item  is  invariably  included  for  "cleaning."  The  bureau  is  adverse  to  having  to 
pay  for  such  service,  as  it  naturally  expects  its  employees  who  operate  its  machines 
to  keep  them  in  good  condition,  to  clean  and  oil  them  frequently,  and  thus  prolong 
the  life  of  the  machines  and  insure  the  best  work.  The  bureau  will  hold  its  em- 
ployees responsible  for  the  machines  they  operate.  If  typewriter  oil  and  brushes 
for  cleaning  the  type  and  parts  of  machine  are  needed,  requisition  should  be  made 
for  the  same. 

In  ordering  typewriter  ribbons  always  indicate  the  width  desired,  as  some  visible- 
writing  machines  require  seven-sixteenths-inch  ribbons,  while  others  take  one-half- 
inch  ribbons. 


NOTARY  SERVICE. 

The  following  Executive  order,  dated  November  24,  1908,  is  still  effective  and 
should  be  complied  with: 

It  is  hereby  ordered  that  hereafter  no  officer,  clerk,  or  employee  in  the  executive 
service  of  the  Government  (except  postmasters  at  offices  of  the  fourth  class  and  rural 
carriers),  who  is  also  a  notary  public,  shall  charge  or  receive  any  compensation  what- 
ever for  performing  any  notarial  act  for  an  officer,  clerk,  or  employee  of  the  Govern- 
ment in  his  official  capacity,  or  for  any  person  when,  in  the  case  of  such  person  the 
act  is  performed  during  the  hours  of  such  notary's  service  to  the  Government.  Dis- 
obedience of  this  order  shall  be  ground  for  immediate  dismissal  from  the  service. 

This  order  shall  not  apply  to  oaths  of  disinterestedness  or  oaths  required  to  be  made 
by  law,  provided  that  the  work  in  connection  therewith  is  not  performed  during 
office  hours. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  order,  the  expression  "office  hours"  shall  be  construed  to 
include  the  half  hour  allowed  each  working  day  for  luncheon.

TOWEL  SUPPLY  FOR  FIELD  STATIONS. 

RBferring  to  notice  in  Service  Announcements  of  December  last,  page  112,  it  is  the 
intention  of  the  bureau  to  furnish  towels  and  soap  only  to  office  forces,  and  not  for 
employees  at  establishments.  It  is  believed  that  three  hand  towels,  10  by  20  inches, 
will  be  sufficient  to  supply  each  employee  for  a  week. 

At  the  request  of  the  Treasury  Department  a  standard  buck  towel,  20  by  40,  wilA", 
be  supplied  to  office  forces  in  Federal  buildings.     It  is  believed  that  two  such  towel? 
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will  be  sufficient  to  supply  each  employee  for  a  week.  Inspectors  in  charge  having 
offices  in  Federal  buildings  will  please  immediately  notify  the  bureau  of  the  number 
of  employees  constituting  their  office  forces  in  order  that  a  supply  of  these  towels  may 
be  furnished. 
r  Stations  having  roller  towels  in  stock  should,  return  them  to  the  bureau  at  Wash- 
ington, and,  if  they  have  not  already  done  so,  order  a  supply  of  hand  towels.
